If PEACE preſents it ſelf to us like 
Noah's Dove, with an Olive-Leaf in her Month, be- Gen. 8.11, 
tokening the Waters of Deſtruction to ceaſe, or with 
Wings covered with Silver, and her Feathers with yellow Pral.62.13- 
Gold, as an Emblem of future Plenty, Wealth, and 
Honour, it comes by the Grace and Supreme Autho- : 
rity of Him, who is both the Lord of Hoſts, and 
GOD QF PEACE ; and who having his Throne a-

HE Blefling of GOD deſcending upon the 
Undertakings of Men, is not only the Glo- 
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midſt tranſcendent Glories in the higheſt Heaven, ſits 
nevertheleſs oz the Circle of the Earth, beholding and 
governing the Inhabitants thereof ; and his Power, 
Tuſtice, and Mercy are alike omnipreſent, as is his 
Exiſtence : By the two former of which His Divine 
Attributes exerted into At, He often ifſues forth a 
Commiſlion to the avenging Sword, to viſit ſuch Na- 
tions or People, as his infinite Wiſdom pronounces 
meet to be exerciſed therewith. But when after ſome 
determined Period of time His Mercy ſweetly inter- 
poſes, and mediates between Him and ſinful Man,

Which Prophetical Phraſe,originally relating to the 
Jews, may challenge to it ſelf Accompliſhments vaſtly 
numerous in regard to other Nations alſo, and with - 
Circumſtances as various perhaps, as the. Occaſions 
thereof have been manifold, throughout the grand 
Multiplication of time, in its Fleeting and uncertain 
Stages, redounding always by ſome Methof or other + 
to the Glory of God's Juſtice, or of his Mercy ; and 
that frequently with the Impreſſions of ſtupendious 
Remarks from his many ſignal Providences ; which, 
when they are Miracles of Mercy to one Prince, Nati- 
on, or People, may be Judgments, and ſevere Repri- 
mands for the Loftineſs and Oppreflion of another :

For how greatly is this Afertion verifed by the ancient 
Diſpenſations of God's Loving Kindnels to the Chil- 
dren of 1ſrae/, in their many Derancey and the De- 
ſtruction, or at leaſt Humiliation of their Enemies com- 
plying with, and ſuing to them for PEACE, not 
without Overtures of very honourable and advantagi- 
ous Articles of Agreement, if they would pleale to ac- 
cept them 2 So that, Happy are the People that are in ſucts 
a caſe ; yea, bleſſed are the People who have the Lord for 
their God : Within the Circle of which Felicity and 
Beatitude, we are (all Honour and Adoration be un- 
to Gol for it) now circumſcribed, or rather, I may 
ſay, placed in the center thereof, becauſe the Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof we rejoyce ;, tor he hath 
broken the Bow of Steel, and knapped the Spear aſunder ; 
and even render'd all the Artillery and Weapons of 
War uſeleſs, by making the. Voice of PEACE to ſound 
every where among us, with Melody of Joy to our 
Hearts, ballancing at laſt the Sorrows and Miteries, 
which were predominant under the dull and melan- 
cholly Aſpect of WAR ; and that not for any Righ- 
teouſneſs of ours, for we are a ſinful and ſtift-necked 
People, but that He manifeſts his Divine Love to us, 
as in former days he did tothe Fews, we being (as they 
were under the Law) his CHURCH under the Go- 
ſpel ; a part at leaſt of that holy Oniverſal Church, 
whoſe lively Branches ſpread any where over the tace 
of the Terreſtrial Globe : Our FAITH is Orthodox. 
and our Form of Worſhip pure ; which,it not ſullied 
and blemiſhed with the filthy Spots of Immoralities 
and Ingratitude, will be a ſufficient Antidote againſt 
the moſt venemous Evil of the old Serpent, and a

nable Fortreſs againſt the moſt furious Batteries and 
Attacks of Crafty,and formidable Enemies : For where 
holy Religion is well attended with Practice, God wil/ 
be « Wall of Fire in defence of it, and all its hearty 
Profeſſors ; ſo that when his Beloved ileeps, it ſhall be 
in Peace, and the greateſt Safety : For he will ſtand 
always on the watch, that neither the Subtilty of Man, 
nor the Machinations of the black Regions of Dark- 
neſs, ſhall prevail againſt thoſe who firmly adhere to 
him : Their Bow ſhall, like Joſeph's, abide in Strength, 
and the Arms of their Hands ſhall be made ſtrong by the 
Hands of the mighty God of Jacob : And in them ſhall 
that glorious PrediCtion be fulfilled ; Surely there # 
n0 Inchantment againſt Jacob, neither is there any Di- 
ination againſt Iirae] : According to this time it ſhall 
be ſaid of Jacob and of Iſracl, what hath God wronght © 
Which 1s part of Balaam's famous Prophecy con- 
cerning the high Advancement, and perpetually aſ\- 
cending Proſperity of God's then peculiar People, 
through the magnitying Favour of Divine Protection : 
T hat the ſ{elf-ſame Sorcerer, who came from far, for 
Lucre's ſake, with full intent to curſe Facob and detie 
Ifrael, and let no pious Fraud be wanting to with- 
draw Heaven's Kindneſs (if poſlible) from them, 
ſhould not be able to utter one Syllable, but what was 
an Harangue of their Felicity and Exaltation,or a lot- 
ty Panegyrick upon their noble Exploits, ſeems 
ſtranger than that after Wonder, even to a Proverb i 
Iſrael ; Is Saul alſo among the Prophets * But God 
Almighty to ſerve the glorious ends of his Providence, 
could change the Heart of one, as well as of the 0- 
ther, or caule his Spirit of Illumination to deſcend for 


a time upon an unſanctified Perſon, crofling his hel- 
liſh 
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liſh and carnal Sentiments, by powertul Operations 
from above, ſtrong and irreſiſtible Raptures, con- 
verting his Thoughts of horrid Inchantments into 
exalted Meditations, and excellent Speeches of Divine 
Providence, with a forcible Conſtraint upon his 
Heart and Tongue to deliver, inſtead of his lying Di- 
vinations, nothing but Sacred Oracles of Truth, com- 
prehending molt ſublime Speculations concerning the 
Victories, Peace, and Glory of that People, whoſe 
Cauſe and Intereſt God had eſpouſed. 

A Compendium, or (ſhort Summary of all which the 
Text exhibits to us ; for by it we underſtand mighty 
and marvellous things done for the Children of J/- 
rael; and who was the prime Cauſe thereof, the 
Great GO D: The Perſon he was pleaſed to ſubſti- 
tute, and make inſtrumental under Him for the ef- 
tecting of that gracious Work, we may ealily under- 
ſtand to be him, of whom there is elſewhere frequent 
mention made, Moſes the Servant of the Lord. And 
we may obſerve the Circumſtance of time, when this 
was brought to paſs; in thoſe days wherein Balak 
hired Balaaxz to curſe the People and Congregation 
of the Lord, and he was forced to bleſs them ; Ac- 
cording to this time it ſhall be ſaid of Jacob and of 1ſra- 
el, what hath God wrought ? 

Such 2 Burden of the Word of the Lord we may con- 
ceive was upon this famous Magician, with a heavy 
Vengeance purſuing him, if he did not proclaim it 
to a tittle, according to the full Contents of the 
Charge given him, which contain'd that word ozly, 
which the Lord put into his Mouth ;, that beyond thoſe 
ſacred Limits he could not pals, to do leſs or more. In 
teſtimony to which ſtands, as a firm and laſting Mo- 
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nument, our noble Argument in hand, divinely ſpo- 
ken by a wicked Man ; which is tull Demonſtration 
of much Force and Compullion : For otherwiſe, from 
an evil Heart and Tongue, could not proceed ſuch 

ood words, as are the Extract of the molt refined 
and {ublimeſt Thoughts concerning the Dignity and 
Felicity of God's People. As if he had inlarged up- 
on our comprehenſive Subject, as we may do by a 
very natural and agreeable Paraphraſe, and expreſſed 
himſelf in the enſuing Form : Hear me all ye Ene- 
mies of Iſrael, and thoſe who ſeek their Hurt : The 
peculiar Love and Favour the Almighty conligns to 
his People, and his memorable Acts effected for them, 
at this time, and ſome years paſt, by that mighty De- 
liverance with an High hand from their Servitude and 
Bondage in Eeypt, with his glorious Conduct and 
ProteCtion, and triumphant Conqueſts vouchſafed 
them, to this place of their preſent Encampment in the 
Plains of Moab, and his Abhorrence and Refuſal of 
Balaks many Altars and Sacrifices, and my Inchant- 
ments and Divinations, by which I go in eager queſt 
of ſome means how to alienate him from them, or to 
contract and leffen the very great Kindneſs he bears 
to them; that thereby I may have power to lay a 
Curſe on thoſe Hebrews, or if not on all, on a part at 
leaſt of them ; that inſtead of the Peace and Power 
of God remaining with them, the King of Moab may, 
by virtue of my Malediction, victorioufly wage War 
with them. All this, and what elie remains, that 
might be more particularly remembred, will afford 
excellent Matter to compile a molt glorious Hiſtory 
of this ever bleſſed and happy People ; whereby the 
future Ages of the World ſhall, as well as this pre- 
lent 
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{ent Generation, be aſtoniſhed, and marvel at God's 
wondrous Operations 3 which, as they ſhall be a moſt 
celebrious Object of univerſal Admiration, ſo alto a 
very ample Subject of innumerable Diſcourſes and O- 


rations, be they of Praife and Benediftion, or of fa-" 


miliar and grave Converſation, even to that very day 
the laſt Trumpet of time ſhall ſound, and the plea- 
ſant Echo of all Worldly Fame and Grandeur ſhall 
be ſhut up in the Abyſs of Primitive Silence : Which 
mighty things, we ſpeak of, ſhall take their Riſe, and 
ſolemn Epocha, or Date, from theſe remarkable days,

And now the providential and happy Circumſtan-

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Thirdly, That all this ſhall be a large Theme of

of Jacob and of Iirael) what hath GOD wronght ? 


Firſt, GOD hath done a Great, and a Gracious, a 
Wondertul, and a Glorious Work tor theſe Realms 
of GREAT BRITAIN and IKELAND, for 
their Friends and A/es. 

For ſuch a marvellous Scene of high Atchieve- 
ments may entertain our Contemplations, it we let 
looſe the Springs of our Minds to ponder aright up- 
on thoſe noble Paſſages of GOD's Providence, the 
Palladium of our Satety, which will give Wings to 
our Fancies, . that they may mount from our grois 
Tabernacles into the delectable Regions of more clear, 
and diſtinct Ideas and Apprehenſions of GOD's 
Grace and Glory (ſhining upon us, and allure our 
Souls to take frequent Flights, not into ſome ſforrow- 
tul Deſerts of  Lamentation, but into the ſolacing 
Mountain of the Lord's Houſe, where we ſhall find 
that a joyful and pleaſant thing it is to be thank ful tor 
His bleſſed Viſitation of us in our Diſtreſs, diſpelling 
the thick Miſts*of our anxious Fears by the Light of 
his Countenance darting radiant and gladſom Beams 
into our Hearts, as he raiſed up an Horn of Salvation 
for 4s, our MIGHTY DELIVERER and GRACIT- 
OUS SOVERAIGN ; when our Enemies thought 
they had totally gained the- Aſcendant over us, 
and the Day was their own ; but found themſelves 

deceived, 
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deceived, as it were in the Morning-watch there- 
of, when GOD looked upon them, and {orely trou-- 
bled their whole Hoſt, for their Deſtruction was the 
more viſible and approaching by the Sea of their own 
Wickednels returning ſtrongly upon them, as the 
Day dawned, or the time drew near, which they ho- 
ped would be triumphant to them,. and of a fatal 
ClimadFer unto us ; Yet ſoon experienced they were, 
miſerably deluded by their Calculation of our Ruin z 
and that in prognoſticating it, their 4rology was no 
infallible thing ; when the evil-deſtiny fell upon 
themſelves with a ſudden and unexpected Surprilal, . 
and happy was he who could tly taſteſt, though with 
11l Wills and heavy Hearts they drove on, but with 
almoſt as quick diſpatch as Aſahel himſelf could

paſling Sea and Land, not to make Profelytes, thoſe. 
days were elapſed, but.to ſeek a Refuge to eſcape the 


Vengeance due unto their 


emerits, the Sentence 


whereof their guilty Conſciences pronounced loudly 
unto them, and the Terror of it, which God ſtruck 
into them, made the Wicked flee, but not without 
hopes of returning with Fury to play a bloody and- 
fiery atter-Game with us; and to work their Ends: 
by Cratt, and Artifice, and many Stratagems proje&ted 
in their deepeſt Counſels, whoſe Arcara's were often, 
perhaps, ſealed up by the greateſt Art of their wiſeſt 
Heads, with purpoſe not to be diſcloſed, till like the- 
opening of. Pandora's Box, they might produce the 


moſt Epidemical Miſchiefs, 


And yet that the Vanity of our Adverſaries, after 
all its Efforts, hand in hand with Folly, ſhould meet 


with Confuſion, and their Errors with-a \Hi/ſs inſtead 
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ot a Plaudite : This was GO D's Work, a great Act 
of his Grace and Favour to us, that no Ahithophel's 
Counſel could give us the mortal Blow. And then, 
when WAR was neceflary to produce PEACE and 
Safety to us and Errope, it was a wonderful and glo- 
rious thing, that a CONFEDERACY of many 
PRINCES and POTENTATES of different 
Nations and People ſhould be ſo cloſely cemented in 
the firmeſt Union, that no Policy or Inchantment, 
could diffolve it, or cauſe any to violate the League 
of mutual Amity, and Defence for Publick Preſerva- 
tion 3 unleſs from the 4 L PS we may behold Ore 
who courted imaginary Intereſt before real Honour. 
Again, it has been the good Effect of God's migh- 
ty and powerful Operations, that our KING ſhould 
be preſerved fafe in various Perils by Land and Sea, 
in his generous and heroick Enterprizes, through the 
many Fatigues and uncertain Chances of WAR. As 
alſo that, when for our Ingratitude and Wickedneſs 
'our late Soveraign Lady the QUEEN of ever Glo- 
rious and Blefſed Memory, received a ſudden Call to 
depart from us, her unworthy Subjedts, into the So- 
ciety of blefſed Spirits, as more fit to enjoy ſo pious 
a SOUL ; by whoſe deceaſe our Enemies hoped to 
reap advantage againſt us ; yet our deplorable LOSS 
did not anſwer their Expectations, when they trium- 
phed in the mid(t of our Mourning and Lamenta- 
tion. 
And with what a deep fenſe muſt we confeſs it to 
be a moſt gracious Act of GO D's ſpecial and glorious 
Providence in ſaving his Anointed by his Right hand, 
and preſerving his LIFE from fear of the Enemy, 
hiding him from the ſecret Counſel of the Wicked, from 
| the 
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the Inſurretion of the Workers of Tniquity £ when a pro- 
foundly impious, and (O I am almoſt at a loſs for 
apt words to decipher the Horror and Malignity of 
the Crime ! ) a malicious and diabolical PLOT was 
conceived and foſter d, with all the Helliſh Art a- 
ainſt the SACRED LIFE oft our moſt GR A- 
CIOUS SOVERAIGN; which proved abor- 
tive, even then, when its curſed Birth was by ſome 
cruel and ungodly Men impatiently expected, and by 
others forwarded with Venom, Spite, and the ful! 
power of that pernicious Race of Men, who were uni- 
ted into ſuch a Body as formed a monſtrous Hyd-a, 
with the moſt direful Intentions of Regicide and A(- 
ſaſlination, and many diſmal Conſequences to us all ; 
yet their many fiery Heads, being providentially di{- 
covered, were ſtruck off with ſuch fatal Blows, as 
turned the total Deſtruction upon the horrid and cru- 
el Vermin. And may no more ever riſe in their room, 
or if they do, may a timely Prevention effectually 
diſappoint their wicked Imaginations and Deſigns.

Bletiing thereon, which was infinitely more 
than a bare Counterpoile againſt thoſe Children of 
Men that were but Vanity, thoſe Chilaren of Men that 
were deceitful upon the V1 cights, and altogether lighter 
than Vanity it ſelf. | 

Finally, Behold we GOD's Work diſplayed with 

all the eminent Symbols and Characters ot Greatneſs 
and Favour, of Admiration and Glory in the Eyes 
of all conſidering Men, when he hath been w1ighty to 
ſave EOROPE out of all thoſe Perils and Mileries, 
which like a terrible Hurricaze threatned her : He 
hath fought for us, and we do now (blefled be his 
holy Name) /ce the Salvation of the LORD, which he 
hath fhewed to us, by making the Enligns and Tro- 
phies of WAR fall down at the appearance of 
PEACE ariling by his Gracious Providence like the 
SUN in his Brightneſs, pleaſant and comfortable 
both in the Proſpect and happy Enjoyment of all 
thoſe Benefits its Influences produce to the Sons of 
Men. And an honourable PEACE it is that God, 
hath wrought for our Liege Lord KING IVTELIA4M, 
and the Princes and States, his ALLIES, with no 
{mall. Advantage to ſuch a. moſt High and Potent 
Confederacy ; for which proſperous Iflue of Afﬀairs, 
a Bliſſang of Bleſſangs, a Celeſtial Happineſs on Earth, 
we are here aſſembled this Day to celebrate a devout 
and joyſul Thanksgiving. 

And now put all we have ſaid together, and think 
on much more, and. we ſhall ſee, as the Finger of 
G O D: hath ordered every particular Motion to have 
ts <ffec, according to the good *Purpoſe of his holy 
Will, in the weighty buſineſs we have hitherto diſ- 
courled of, the tatal Sum of all in general; made up 
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by the Addition or Induction of every {ſingular 
Blefling, mult, of neceſſary conſequence from the 
Maxims of Reaton, inferr that it is GOD's WORK, 
and za very Great and Gracious, a Wonderful and 
Glorious WORK," that He hath wrought for theſe 
Realms of GREAT BRITAIN and IRELA4ND, 
for their Friends and 4//es. Wherefore this conducts 
us to our 


Second General Head ; That like a Moſes to; us, 
GOD's Anointed Servant, Our Dread Soveraign 
Lord KING WILLIAM the Third, hath been the 
Happy Inſtrument of effecting this Great and Mighty 
Work, in the Deliverance of EOROPE. 

The whole Series of Afairs ever (ince the firſt Ap- 
pearances of the Happy REVOLUTION by our 
High and Mighty MONARCH's Arrival on our 
Coaſts, evinces the poſitive Verity of ſo clear and 
demonſtrative an Afertion ; only this Difference will 
diſtinguiſh between the Caſe of the Children of [ſra- 
el, and of Us: Moſes was ſent to deliver them from 
a long indured Thraldom, and our KING to fave 
us, when we were on the brink of Ryim. This be- 
ing admitted, the Parallel is true, and we will go 
on to averr that in our Preſervation, and the whole 
Courſe of the WAR, the Illuſtrious N4S8SA4V 
hath been the Man of God's Right Hand, whonr he 
made ſtrong for Himſelf and Us. He hath gone forth 
in his Might to fight our Battels, and been the Soul 
and Support of the Confederacy, uniting and corro- 
borating the Princes in League with him; in whom 
under GOD, they fixed their full Hope and Confi-

received about the ſame time, might have been fatal 
Miſcarriages to the whole Body of the happy and 
well-form'd Alliance, had not the true Martial Geni- 
#5 of our KING made the River BOYNE for ever 
memorable and famous, when on its Banks he ga- 
thered the Lanrels of an intire VICTORY over 
the Enemy, which crown'd Him a ſecond time KING 
of that Nation, and was an happy Omen and Prelude 
of its total Reduction in G O D's good time unto the 
Obedience ot Him their ViForiows, Lawful, and Right- 
il SOVERAIGN. This great Action buoy'd up 
the Spirits of the whole Confederacy, baffled their E- 
nemi:s, ſaved EUROPE from falling into a grand 
Convulſion, and received the Praiſe and Thanks of Mul- 
titudes of honeſt and good Men. 

So that the happy Conſequences of that providen- 
tial and mighty thing, at that nice JunCture of time, 
have been apparently many ; and the KING well

through many rough Difficulties, they have arrived 
in the end to their deſired Haven of Reſt and Tran- 
quillity, a bleſſed and ſeaſonable PEACE, adorned 
with Honour and Advantage : A PEACE, we hope 
may be as inviolable, as its San&tion and Ratificati- 
ons are ſacred by that great Tie of Princes mutual 
Oaths and Stipulations, which ought to be, like the 
Gordien Knot, indifſoluble z and it any ſhall pre- 
tend to be the Alexander to cut it, he may acquire 
the infamous and degrading Title of-the molt unjuſt, 
but never rightly that of Ie Magnus : For nothing 
can be truly great, which is not ſo qualified, as to 
undergo the Teſt of G O D's Approbation, that it is 
good : And the ancient Heathens will affure the moſt 
ambitious Man on Earth, that he can no way obtain 
true Honour, but by paſling firſt through the Tem- 
ple of Virtze ; and breach of Vows and Covenants hath 
in all Apes received the Brand of an innate Contra- 
diction and Repugnancy to all that hath the Face or 
Name of Goodneſs, Virtue, or Honour. 

Wherefore we will diſcard all Melancholly Difh- 
dence; and hope in GOD that this Land, and all 
others concerned in the late WAR, ſhall have a long 
REST, a bleſſed and laſting REPOSE, by the Pe- 
riod PEACE hath put to War, and thereby cauſed 
the Gates of Jan's Temple to be with us no longer 
open : Inſtead of which undeſerved Bleſſing, what 
Wo and Miſery had triumphed over us? if God, of 
his Infinite Mercy to us, a wretched and ungrateful 
Race of Sinners, had not raiſed up our moſt Serexe 
and VALIANT KING to be our Deliverer from that 
deluge of Evils then flowing upon us ; to be the Re- 


ſtorer and Eſtabliſher of our RIGHTS and LIBER- 
C TIES, 
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Gen. 31, 
40. 


TIES, Sacred and Civil ; the Great Patron and De- 
fender of EUROPE, not only by his Counſels and 
Dire@ions, but his Valour in the Field of Battel, ſpa- 
ring neither His ROYAL PERSON, nor His inceſ- 
ſant Pains, early and late, willingly induring for us 
the like Toil, that Facob did in L abar's Service ; whom 
in the Day the Drought 6onſumed, and the Froſt by 
Night, and the Sleep departed from his Eyes. Our 
Preſervation then in Reſt and Eaſe, hath coſt our moſt 
GRACIOUS SOVERAIGN unknown Watchings 
and Labours, all which he hath undergone with 
great Courage and Condutt, Patience and Conſtancy, 
through a various Scene of Circumſtances, full of in- 
credible and almoſt inextricable Labyrinths ; and all 
this not for ſome few Weeks or Months, but it hath 
been a Thread of thoſe ſeveral Years ſpinning, which, 
if we ſubtract but one from the Siege and Wars of 
Troy, runs a Paral/el of time with them, if we count 
from that twice renowned Year and Day of His 
MAJESTY's auſpicious Landing 'on our Coaſts ; or 
trom the Alarm and Conſternation at Salisbury, to the 
tune wherein many aking Hearts were this laſt Cam- 
paign repleniſhed with a ſudden and unexpected Joy 
by his vigilant Preſervation of BR OSSE LS. 

From what hath been delivered upon our two firſt 
General Heads, though but a ſmall Epitome of all that 
might be ſpoken, it is manifeſt that withour GOD's 
Aid it would have been utterly impoſhble, and with- 
out King WILLIAM's Endeavours under Him, as His 
bleſſed Inſtrument ; it is moſt improbable that this 
great Work, which is wrought for us, had received 
this joyful Concluſion by a Genera] and Deſireable 
PEACE, inſtead of all the Miſeries and bitter Cala- 
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mities, which might have long ſince invaded us, and 
all our Properties : And therefore we will clote this 
part of our Diſcourſe with the Jſra./ites Watchword, 
or Signal to the Battel againſt their Enemies the M;- 
dianites, Fudge. 7.20. The Sword of the Lord, and of 
Gideon ;, only varying the Phraſe, {o as to accommo- 
date it to our own Purpoſe, and affirm that not only 
ours, but Exrope's Deliverance, hath been wrought by 
the Sword ofthe LORD, and of KING WILLIAM. 
And from hence I proceed to my 


Third General Head ; That all this, which is done 
for us, ſhall be a large, Theme of Diſcourſe, of Praiſe 
and Thanksgiving, not only in theſe days, we live in, 
but to our Poſterity alfo ; and in the Generations to 
come, According to this time it ſhall be ſaid of us, (as it 
hath been, and yet .ſha# be ſaid of Jacob ard of Iſrael) 
what hath G O D wrought 2 

Signal and Gracious Providences not only require, 
but ſometimes enforce Acknowledgments bearing ſome 
Analogy or Proportion to the Good they do ; eſpect- 
ally, when they are free and general, and not contra- 
ted within the narrow limits, which concern but few 
Objects, and moreover give a Product that becomes a 
Bleiting of the firſt Rate or Magnitude ; ſuch as is at- 
ter a long WAR, and all its concomitant Miſeries, a 
{ſweet and flonriſhing PEACE, which immediately af- 
tects the preſent time, and is not loſt in future Ages : 
For unleſs Reaſon and Senſe abandon. Men, their Spi- 
rits will upon ſuch Occaſions be ſo excited, that their 
Lips will be preſently open, and their Mouths filled 
with ſuch grateful Speeches, as fbal/ ſhew forth God's 
Praiſe : when the-SubjeC is ſo copious, it calls _ 
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ſuitable Return, and ſhall not die for want of Comme- 
moration, ſo long as it is exhilarating and pleaſant ; tor 
then with a lively air it ſtirs them up to rejozce in the 
Lord, and joy in the God of their Salvation : And that 
the Remembrance of ſo great a ÞBlefling may not be loſt 
from Poſterity, the Alacrity of the Times will ſum- 
mon all Men to declare God's Mercies, as the Prophet 
Foel did call upon them to rehearle his Judgments, 
:hap.1. v. 2,3. Hear this ye old Men, and give ear all 
ye Inhabitants of the Land : Tell ye your Children of it, 
and let your Children tell their Children, and their Chil- 
aren another Generation. - Or tor the better memorial 
of it, a Book ſhall be written, wherein {hall be: de- 
clared the righteous Adis of the Lord, and his loving 
Kindneſſes to the Sons of Men ;, ſo that the Tongues of 
the now unborn Babes ſhall trom their Cradles begin, 
and through the ſeveral Stages of their Lives, unto 
their Graves, continue to ſing the Praiſes of GOD for 
his mighty Works in theſe days, together with the Re- 
nown of his VICEGERENT, our moſt Gracious 
SOVERAIGN, the Glory and Fame of his Valour 
and mighty Afts, which may ſo amaze and aſtoniſh 
them, as the Greatneſs of Solomon did the Queen of 
Sheba, when a Tranſport of Admiration overpower'd 
her Senſes , ſo as alnibſt to bereave her of Lite, it be- 
ing recorded that upon her own perſonal Experience 
of his Wiſdom, and view of all his Glory and Majeſty, 
which more than double exceeded the fame ſhe had 
heard. of him, there was zo more Spirit in her, 1 King. 
IO. LIND 
Wherefore the marvellous A#s of the LOR D ſhall 
be had in everlaſting remembrance, and His Anointed 
Eervant King WILLIAM ſhall not be forgotten; for

Naval and Land Forces to deliver us from the many 
Evil; that did encompals us; and protect our Religion, 
our Laws and Liberties. It ſhall be ſaid how all Oppo- 
ſition fell before Him ; how His MAJESTY, and His 
ROYAL CONSORT, of Glorious Memory, were in- 
ſtalled in the Thrones of their ILLUSTRIOUS AN- 


CESTORS, and with the Joys and Acclamations of . 


the People (olemnly crowned our KING and QUEEN : 
And the Fame of their Wiſdom and Government ſhall 
carry ſuch an Ewphaſes with it into the Ears of Men, 


as may cauſe them to envy us, and the days we live in. 


Ic ſhall be much ſpoken how familiar the Cardinal 
Virtue of Fortitude was with Him, and how readily 


He embraced every fit moment of .exerciling it to the 


Benefit of Mankind, with peril of His own Lite. It 
{hall be ſaid how a Bu//zt at the BOYNE was let fly 
with hopes, no doubt, to put a fatal Period to His 
Life ; and yet by a ſpecial Act of Providence, did as it 
were only ſalute Him, and was as a Token or Pledge 
of His next Day's Triumph by Victory in the Battel, 
and of the after total Reduction of the whole King- 
dom of IREL AND unto the Power of His Scepter.

JEST Y's Annual Voyages over the great Deep, 
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with God's ſtopping the Water-flonds,' and command- 
ing the Winds and the Waves to ſerve Him, may make 
an Addition, not to Annals and Chronicles only, but 
alſo to the Book of Nature, in what concerns Sprizg 
and Autnmm ; the former being the uſual Seaſon of the 
Royal Expedition, and the later of a Joyful Return from 
thoſe Campaigns, which can never be torgotten, ſo long 
23S their Actions were animated with to much Lite and 
Vigour, that they cannot eaſily languiſh z which, 
when hereafter paſt the Memory of Man, ſhall be pre- 
{erved alive by their immortal Fame in the Records of 
our Times ; and there being {ſo great a hand of GOD 
throughout the whole Afair, all may be accounted 
facred, and keptias ſuch in the Archives of all Ages, till 
the General Conflagration ſhall ſummon Time to con- 
clude all in univerlal Silence, and to be no more : But 
till the laſt period of all things, it 1s very likely the 
late WAR, and the preſent happy PEACE ſhall 
be obvious to the view of all Men, in thoſe Hi- 
{torical Volumes, which from ſuch abundant Matter 
may be compoſed by expert and ingenious Pens, and 
which ſhall give a lively proſpect of many Heroick At- 
chievements, and ſhall preſent to the Eyes of the Rea- 
der the almoſt impregnable NAM OR beleaguer'd by 
our KING, and notwithitanding the powerful Op- 
poſition within it, in view of a very numerous Army 
icnt to irs Relief, by Him io vanquiſhed, that it was 
con!trained to a Surrender : This ſhall always carry 
on it Marks of Admnration, together with the many 0- 
ther Great and Noble Acts of His Valour, and Sage 
Conduct, to the finiſhing Stroke of that Prowels, and 
Wifdoia which is better than Weapons of War, when 
He fo timely ſaved BROSSELS aforementioned, 

and 
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and ſtemm'd thereby the Tide of many Evils, that 
might have ſucceeded thereon, inſtead of that Bleſſed 
PEACE which crowned that Brave and Generous 
Action, and all the like Fore-runners of it: So that 
from henceforth, according to this time it ſhall be ſaid of 
#5, (as of Jacob ard of Iſrael,) what hath God wrought 2 
And now 1t remains that we make ſome Application 
of the Premifles ; and therein give Glory anto the GOD 
of Iſrael for his unſpeakable Mercies in that Great Work, 
which ſo nearly and highly concerns us and many Na- 
Hons, which bears the Character and Face of an uni- 
verſal Good to a large part of Mankiad, and not li- 
mitted to a few. May then the Return of Gratitude 
and Praiſe to the LORD OF HEAVEN axd Earth, 
be made by all far and near, who have taſted or heard 
of his Great Goodneſs unto the Children of this Ge- 
neration, and Which may be an unknown Bleſling to. 
many ſucceeding Ages ; who may too be fo ſenſible of 
it as to riſe up in Judgment, and condemn their Fore- 
fathers Ingratitude, if GOD's Goodneſs doth not now 
draw Men to Repentance, and influence their Hearts 
to love him, becauſe He firſt loved them ; and after all. 
other Acts, hath ſo lately and. {tgnally poured his Be- 
nefits upon us, in delivering us from the hand of our 
Enemies by that PRINCE, for whom we, and many 
Kingdoms and People are bound to pray, and offer the 
Sacrifice of Praiſe ; and likewiſe in knitting together 
many Potentates for the common Defence of E U- 
ROPE, and in fo guiding and governing the Stream - 
of the WAR, that according to what meaſure ſoever, 
more or leſs, the Race hath been to the Swift, or the 
Battle to the Strong ; yet a beloved PEACE is now the 
hopeful Ifſue of many Yearsttavel : This is the LORKD's 
Doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes. For 
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For truly the Work 1s exceeding great ; it is ſtampt 
with no mean figure ; it repreſents on one ſide O-7i- 
potence, and bears on the Reverſe Divine Grace and 
Favour; and if the Work, GOD hath wrought for 
us, be truly denominated Great and Gracious, the Se- 
quel or Argument, it infers, is ſtrong and cogent, 
and the Motive is ponderous, both (trictly obliging us 
to a correſpondent Performance of our Duty unto the 
Almighty BenefaCtor, inſtantly ſerving him day and 
night ; to bleſs the Lord, praiſe, and exalt him above all 
for ever. Bleſs therefore thou the Lord, O my Soul, and 
all that is within me praiſe his holy Name. Let every 
thing that hath Breath praiſe the Lord, Praiſe ze the 
Lord. < | 

And is this Work of Salvation, the LORD hath 
wrought for us, magnitied by another double and in- 
ſeparable Motto or Signature, that it is wonderful and 
glorious > With what pious and holy Admiration of 
Divine Goodneſs and Mercy, with what high and no- 
ble Contemplations of Adoration and Honour ought 
we to addreſs our ſelves unto him ? And all this not to 
be ſtinted in the Theory of the Mind, but to proceed 
with due Operation on our Souls and Bodies, in point 
of Practice ; to offer them in doing our Duties unto 
the Lord, as our reaſonable Service, in token that his 
Benefits are both Spiritual and Temporal, in preſerving 
our RELIGION, our LIVES, our LAWS, and LIBER- 
TIES. And may all Princes and Potentates, Nations 
and People, with us fall down and worſhip the LO R D 
GOD Omnipotent who reigneth ; may all become true 
Saints militant in Lives and Converſations, and with 
the innumerable Multitude of. the Saints triumphant, 
break forth into that ſacred Cry, Salvation to our GO D 
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which ſitteth upon the {hrone, and unto the L A MB ; ev. 7. 10. 
and with them perpetually chant out the holy Angels 
Doxology 3 Bleſſeng, an4 Glory, and Wiſtow, and ver. 12. 
1hanksgiving, and Honour, an4 Poxer, and Might be | 
unto our God for ever and ever. Amen. 
And hence I paſs, trom thus rewdring unto God 
the things that are God's, to render allo unto Cx- 
ſar the things which are Cziar's : For hath our Moſt 
Excellent and Serene Soveraign Lord the KING beer, 
under G OD, the Principal and Happy Inſtrument of 
the Preſervation of our NATIONS, and moſt Parts 
of EUROPE 2 Hath he been a Ms/cs, and a Delive- 
rer unto us all 2 Hath he undergone a long and tedi- 
ous Scene of Toil and 7ronvle, of Diſquiet and Anxious 
Cares, as ſo many Thorns in his Crowns, with his 
Watchings and perpetual Labours, to indulge us all 
with Quiet and {weet Repole, in ſaving us by a great 
Deliverance ? Our Duty then commencing from hence 
is, That we copy out to our ſelves the Men of Judah's 254m29.2, 
Fidelity unto their Royal David, and cleave unto our 
KING; and as with one Heart, and one Mouth, 
praiſe, glorify, and bleſs GOD for the many emi- 
nent Preſervations of HIS MAJEST Y, and for His 
late proſperous Return to His Liege People, with the 
Glories and Triumphs of PEACE ; and next, that 
ve ſet the moſt fervent Aﬀections of our Souls to work 
in Prayer, that His MAJESTY may long reap the 
Fruits of His Labours in Joy and Tranquillity, and 
that all His SubjeFs may have the Grace to be moſt 
thankful to Him, and honour Him with many Honours, 
whom the LORD himſelf hath thus far dignified as 
a lively Pattern of Solomor, a noble Tranictipt of that 
Great Original, in as much ' as he hath 12ag:i/7ed him 
D excced- 
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1 Chron. exceedingly in the ſight of all Men, and beſiowed upon 
29- 2% [im ſuch Rozal Majeſty, as hath ſcarce bees: (weighing 


all Circumſtances) on any King before in our Jſrael. 


- And we all of this, and our two Neighbouring King- 


doms, are moſt obnoxious to the {evereſt Laſhes of 
Ceniure and Reprehenſion, for the black and odious 
Vice of Ingratitude to GOD, and the KING, tt for 
our Salvarion we are not willing and obedient in all 
our Duties unto the Lord,and his Anointed, conſide- 
ring how great things are done for us, beginning au- 
ſpiciouſly with a Revolution too marvellous at firſt 
to find Faith in ſome, when it was intimated to them, 
and deſired by their very Souls ; that they, and all 
things dear to them might enjoy Safety 5 but the 
Afrair was too great to be preſently credited : So that 
the Grace of GOD, and Love of our good KING 
did for a time tranicend the Belief, and exceed the 
Hope of Man ; and the mighty Work was not begun 
and then let fall, and the Deſign vaniſh, but it hath 
been carried on with ſuch Steps and Marks of Provi- 
dence from on high, ſuch a vein of Diligence and 
Dexterity here below, to an happy Termination of 
War by the Bleſfting of PEACE deſcending from the 
Soveraign Fountain of all Happineſs, that it hath Rhe- 
torick ſufficient to periwade all reaſonable Men to fear 
God and honour the K ING. 

Can Men then be ungrateful for ſuch Bleflings, and 
Miracles of Kindneſs? If they can, they may provoke 
G OD to recompenſe their Folly by a ſuitable Cala- 
mity, and to cover himſelf with a Cloud, that their 
Prayer ſhall not enter through ; for they that deſpiſe 
him ſhall be lightly eſteemed : And if any will not 
reverence the KING with that Awe, and Love, and 
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Congratulation, which become Men, who have re- 
ceived many and moſt exalted Benefits by Hua, 'the 
Diſhonour will be theirs by rendring themſelves un- 
worthy of Him ; and yet they. (hall honour Him too, 
notwithſtanding their bittereſt Envy and worſt Wi- 
ſhes, when thereby they place Him in the Rank of 
thoſe ancient Heroes and Worthies, who for their ma- 
ny good Offices received bad Requitals ; yea, to car- 
ry this infinitely higher than Men, how hatt! GOD 
himſelf been {lighted for his Mercies > And CHRIST, 
who came to ſave us all, ſuffered on Earth the high- 


eſt Indignities and Afronts : The Servant then zs 10t Jo. 13. 16. 


greater than his Lord, neither he that is ſent greater than 
he that ſent hint. 

But to exemplifie the World's croſs Dealings to 
ſome Men of no ſmall Merit, we may introdi:ice on 
this Theatre the valiant Gideon, to whoſe Houle the 
Children of Iſrael ſhewed not Kindneſs,according to all 
the Goodneſs which he had ſhewed unto them as it is writ- 
ten, Judg. 8. 35. and no wonder, if we conſider the 
Remark of the foregoing Verſe, that they remexrber'd 
not the Lord their God, who had delivered them out of 
the hands of all their Enemies on every fide. Next we 
will ſubjoin ſome in the Heathen World, as Ariſtides, 
Sirnamed the Juſt ; Lycurgas, that famous Lacedemo- 
nian Legilator, of whom the Oracle could not deter- 
min, whether he ought to be regiſter'd with Mor- 
tals, or by an Apotheofrs placed among the Gods. 
Solon alſo another excellent Lawgiver, and one of the 
ſeven Sages, or Wiſe Men of Greece z theſe, with 
many others, had the hard Fate to receive the incon- 
gruous Recompence of Evil for Good. And to in- 
ſtance in One more; The Greater Scipio _— 
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the Reſtorer of his Country, when almoſt loſt, heart- 
leſs, and even expiring by the Conquelts of the Car- 
thaginians, Was ungratefully rewarded, and he as 
hindſomly ordered to, be engraven on his Tomb at 
the place of his Exile, where he died, this home Ex- 
probation; INGRATA.PATRIA. NE. OSSA, QuI- 
DEM. MEA. HABES : to Jet the Rowans know 
that they were unworthy of his Duſt and Aſhes after 
his Death, who uſed him to barbaroully in his Life, 
that had delivered their State from periſhing in the 
Aſhes of Deſtruction, and made them Lords over their 
Enemies. 

But now, may not any eclipſe the Beauty and Lu- 
ſtre of theſe, we hope, golden Days commencing, nor 
ſtain their own Reputation by any want of Eſteem 
or Datifulneſs to His Moſt Sacred MAJESTY, who 
hath approved Himſelf to be, not only the Father of 
our Co;try,but of EUROPE ; and who with Achilles 
ſhould have an Homer, to ſet forth and extol his Vir- 
tues in a true Stile, heroick like themſelves, that they 
may never be defaced for want of ſuch laſting Monu- 
ments, as may be of equal Duration with the viſible 
World. And may GOD fo touch the Hearts of all 
the KING *s Subjects, that their good Deſires and beſt 
Wiſhes may be towards Him ; that Love, Honour, and 
Faithful Obedience unto Him may continually circu- 
late through every Vein of all His Dominions, that he 
may enjoy a good Reward of his Merits, a Crown of 
Gladnels, of Peace, and Proſperity here. And may he 
ever have the Prayers and Supplications of all Good 
People, that God will be pleaſed to keep Him as the Ap- 
ple of his Eye, and hide hin under the ſhadow of his 
iings from his deadly Enemies, who deviſe to take a- 
way 
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way his Life and that, when the time comes, wherein | | 
Nature will lay Him down to ſleep with His Fathers, | 
He may depart hence in Peace, and # 4 good old Age, 
full of Days, Riches, and Honour. And as we would 
that His REIGN be long and glorious on Earth, may 
it be incomprehenlibly fo in eternal Reſt in the King- | 
dom of our GOD, and his Saints, in the World to 

come. 

For can any thing we may do for His MAJESTY 
be too great ? Can all, that we are able to think or act 
for Him, be any ſufficient Compenſation for all thoſe 
repeated Bleſſzgs we by Him enjoy, and for the Fa- 
tigue He hath to that end ſuſtained, and the great Sal- 
vation which under GOD He hath wrought for 
ns? So that as Samnel, when. (he praying and facrift- 
cing) the Lord thundered with a great Thunder upon 1 Sam. 7. 
the Philiſtines, and diſcomfited them, and they were IO. 
ſmitten before Iirael, ſet up a Stove or Monument in 
token thereof, we may erect ſome memorable Pillar 
or Trophy in honour of our Deliverance, bearing the 
ſame Inſcription as did that Prophet's ; Hitherto hath yer. 1: 
the LOR D helped ws. 

And hath the LORD helped ws hitherto © Hath his A- 
nointed KING WILLIAM the Third been the 
Mighty Man of Yaloxr, by whom he hath thus helped 
and ſaved us ; and ſhall not all theſe glorious things 
then, that we have ſeen with our Eyes, and have 
heard with our Ears, be pondered in our Hearts with 
an holy Joy and Exultation, with hearty Halelujabs 
to GOD, and ſincere Loyalty to the X I N G ? Shall 
they. not be a large and noble Theme of Oiicourſe, of 
Praiſe and Thank(giving, not only in theſe days, but 
to our Poſterity allo? It they ſhall, as verily they 
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will; the Duty ariting trom, and influenced by ſuch 
powerful Motives is, that in our Retributions to GOD 
and the KING, we fo demean our lelves, that we be- 
come more worthy Members of that blefled Oeconomy, 
we rejoyce in under them both ; that now by ſteering 
a right courie in all Acts of Religion and Obedience, 
we may be a Praiſe throughout the Earth, and raiſe 
among our ſelves, and in tuture Ages, an holy Emu- 
lation of giving GOD the Glory; as doth His MA- 
JESTY ; like the Royal and Holy Dav#d, the Devout 
Jehoſhaphat, the Pious Hezekiah, the Great and Chri- 
ſtian Conſtantine ; like our Valiant Henry the Fitth, 
after His Victory at Agincourt, and our Memorable and 
Glorious Queen Elizabeth in her general Thankſgiving 
for the Deteat of the Spaniſh Armada. 

And next ſhall it, in the Generations to come, be ac- 
cording to this time jaid of us, (as it hath been, and yet 
ſhall be ſaid of Jacob and of Iſrael) what hath God 
wrought 2 What aſtoniſhing Mercies hath he ſhewed 
us, and how hath he ſuſtained us, as he did them, 
laying his left Hand under our Heads, and with his right 
Hand embracing and detending us? May we then be 
what they were required to be, an holy and peculiar 
People, zealous of GOD's GLORY, that he may de- 
light to continue his Beneficence unto us, and in time 
to come it may be ſaid whata Wiſe and Underſtanding 
People we were, upon whom the Riches of GOD's 
Goodneſs wrought its Proper and Genuin Effect, in 
that it made us rich in Good Works. 

And now to cloſe up all, be we ſure to afſume no 
Praiſe to our ſelves, as though our own Arm and Po- 
licy had done great things for us ; nor let us, with 
the ancient Scythians, Sacrifice unto our Swords z but 
alcribe 
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aſcribe the whole Power and Praite of all to GOD : 
let us evermore Rejcyce in his Salvation, in the Bleſ- 
ſings of PEACE and Tranquility , wherewith he 


Crowns us, and ix his Name ſct up our Banners, Conle- 
crating to him all our Trophies. And may all our Du- 
ties Concenter in ſuch a due Reverence, and Decornzx, 
that no Sin may deſecrate our Piety, nor defile the 
Holineſs and Purity of our Oblations z now our 


time, like that of the Fews, 1s turned unto us from Eſth.g.22. 


Sorrow to Joy, and from Mourning into a good Day 3 
may our Gladneſs then no way degenerate into Lux- 
ury or Wantonnes, Profanenel(s, or any thing Dil- 
honourable ro our Mercitul and »20/# Holy LORD 
GOD, who hath now granted us PEACE, one of the 
Blefiings that Crowned Solomon's Glory ; the Conti- 
nuance of which to us and all Chriſtendom, let us 
heartily pray for : And ſeeing God's Mercy and Truth 
are met together, let us ſo live, that our Righteouſneſs 
and this blefled and happy PEACE may embrace and 
kiſs each other. To this end may we be Righteous in 
our Retributions of our Duty and Services to GOD 
Righteous in our Tribute of Fealty and Homage to 
the KING ; Righteoris in all our Tranſactions to- 
wards our Neighbours, ana Righteous to our delves, 
that we Sin not againſt our ow Souls. Let us Pray for 
our Exemies, and for thoſe who were fuch, and are 
now by GOD's good Providence made, we hope, 
our Friends: And may Love, Unity, and Concord 
every where Flourith; and all Hoſtilittes of the 
# and Mind ceaſe, as well as thole of the Sword. 


7 the World ſee that GOD hath Built xs, and hath 
ot broken us down; he hath Planted vs, and not 

plucked us up. May the Romiſh Enemies of our Re- 
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Jigion be now advertiſed of the Vanity of their At- 
tempts againſt our Church , whoſe Baſs is on the 
Rock of G9D's Word , which can never be prevail- 
ed againſt: May her many ſignal Deliverances, 
eſpecially this laſt, work ſuch a precaution in them, 
that they may never make any farther approaches a- 
gainſt Her, Jeſ# haply they be found even to fight againſt 
GOD. And let, us keep innocency, and do the thing 
that is right ; ahd«then, if it be fo, that they will 
not defiſt- from evil Practices againſt us, we may 
Dan. 3. boldly take up the three Holy Childrens couragious Re- 
ſolution to Nebuchadnezzar, when his Fiery Furnace 
was 1n view, as their next Moment's Fate ; and let our 
Foes know , we are not careful to anſwer them 51 this 
matter, for our GOD, whom we ſerve, is able to deliver 
#5 from their hotteſt Fury, and he will/deliver us ont 
of their Hands : From all which let them be ſeaſonab- 
ly admoniſhed, and receive this Inſtruftion in Rela- 
-tion to our Church ; T hat ſurely there is no Inchantment 
6:7IEP againſt Jacob, neither is there any Divination againſt 
Iſrael : according to this time it ſhall be ſaid of Jacob, 
and of Iſrael, What hath God ggrought ?
